MacMillan Arctic ex pedition will ex ­ 
plore, is one of the least known re­ 
gions of North America, according to 
the following bulletin from the Na­ 
tional Geographic society . 
The society 
under whose auspices the ex pedition 
will w ork : 
“ Frobisher discov ered the southern 
point of Baffin Island 349 y ears ago,” 
say s 
the bulletin. 
“ North 
America 
In those three and a half centuries 
has acquired civ ilization and 12 0,0 0 0,- 
0 0 0 people, but scarcely any thing more 
Is known of Baffin island than what 
the old sea captain himself discov ered. 
“ ‘Mountay nes, In most parts cov ­ 
ered 
with 
snow,’ 
so 
Frobisher 
de­ 
scribes the southern ex tremity . 
Mod­ 
ern discov ery confirms this and his 
further belief that ‘the norther lands 
hav e lesse store of snow, more grasse, 
and are more play ne countrey s.’ His 
description of the birds and beasts 
and of the Eskimos, their character, 
implements and boats, fits precisely 
with our 19 25 estimate. 
“ Yet 
Frobisher# touched 
only 
one 
corner of this v ast island and his suc­ 
cessors scarcely more than the shore, 
so a v ast v irgin field awaits the ex ­ 
pedition’s cameras. 
“ Baffin Island is the third largest 
Island 
In 
the 
world, Australia 
and 
Greenland surpassing It. 
Resolution 
island, off the southern point of Baffin 
Island, Is about on a latitude of the 
southern shore line of Alaska 4ml of 
Oslo, capital of Norway , and Lenin­ 
grad. But Baffin Island is more than 
one thousand miles in length, so its 
northern latitude Is fiv e hundred miles 
north of both Hammerfest, at the top 
of 
Scandinav ia, 
and 
Point 
Barrow, 
Alaska. 
Baffin island has resisted 
thorough ex ploration by v irtue of its 
v astness. 
It is larger than any state 
of the United States ex cept Tex as and 
would make almost four New Eng- 
1 a n d s. 
Region of “ Great Lakes." 
“ A lake nearly as large as Ontario 
Is one of the island’s features. 
Ang- 
makjuak, “ the great water,” In Es­ 
kimo language, Is 120 miles long and 
40 miles wide. 
It is, howev er, only 
one of the ‘Great Lakes’ of Baffin Is- 
j 
land. 
There are also Tessey oakjuak 
lake and Lake Netselik. 
The latter 1 
may he larger than Angiuakjuak. 
“ These lakes offer one of the few 
places 
for safe water landings for 
planes to be found any where in the 
Arctic. 
Floating ice is an ev er pres- 
j ex it danger in the sea but the high 
temperatures of the warmed lake wa­ 
ter eliminate this hazard. 
‘‘South Sea islands are supposed to 
afford a life of magnificent ease in 
contrast with the Arctic, since there 
a family can liv e on the fruit of three 
trees. 
Baffin island Eskimos, howev er, 
hav e Improv ed on this handy commis­ 
sary . 
In the winter they build their 
Igloo« on the lakes, cut a hole through 
the parlor floor, and' fish for their 
dinner. 
The Eskimo population Is 
placed at 6 7 0. 
“ Riv ers and lakes of the island are 
well stocked 
with 
fish, notably sea 
trout and speckled trout. 
The Arctic 
hare, wolv es, and white and blue fox es 
are found. 
The fox es apparently liv e 
011 mice of v arious kinds. Reindeer are 
numerous and a few musk ox en are 
believ ed to inhabit the northern sec­ 
tion.

that Baffin Island may contain

my sterious home of the blue goose. I 
It is known that the trumpeter swan 
and the common eider breed on Not- j 
tingham islan d, at the mouth of Hud* 1 
so n bay , bu t the breedin g ground of j 
the blue geese, whose fly in g wedges, 1 
ho o tin g acro ss the sp rin g sk y are so ; 
familiar to North America, has nev er j 
been discov ered. 
Should this ho me be j 
discov ered, it will open up it v irgin j 
field for an imp<y tant ornithological 
study . 
No danger of the planes col- ! 
tiding with great flocks of frightened j 
birds is anticipated, since similar geese ! 
breeding In islands north of Siberia I 
lose their power of flight because of j 
molting during the nesting season.

MacMillan Arctic expedition will ex­ 
plore, Is one of the least known re­ 
gions of North America, according to 
the following bulletin from the N a­ 
tional Geographic society. The society 
under whose auspices the expedition 
will w o rk : 
“Frobisher discovered the southern 
point of Laflin Island 349 years ago,” 
says the bulletin. 
“North America 
In those three and a half centuries 
has acquired civilization and 120,000,- 
000 people, but scarcely anything more 
is known of Laflin island than what 
the old sea captain himself discovered. 
“ ‘Mountaynes, in most parts cov­ 
ered 
with 
snow,’ 
so 
Frobisher 
de­ 
scribes the southern extremity. 
Mod­ 
ern discovery confirms this and his 
further belief that ‘the norther lands 
have lesse store of snow, more grasse, 
and are more playne countreys.’ His 
description of the birds and beasts 
and of the Eskimos, their character, 
Implements and boats, fits precisely 
with our 1925 estimate. 
“Yet Frobisher* touched only 
one 
corner of this vast island and his suc­ 
cessors scarcely more than the shore, 
so a vast virgin field aw aits the ex­ 
pedition’s cameras. 
“Laflin Island is the third largest 
island In the world, Australia and 
Greenland surpassing it. 
Resolution 
Island, off the southern point of Laflin 
island, is about on a latitude of the 
southern shore line of Alaska j*nd of 
Oslo, capital of Norway, and Lenin­ 
grad. But Laflin island Is more than 
one thousand miles In length, so Its 
northern latitude Is five hundred miles 
north of both Hammerfest, at the top 
of 
Scandinavia, 
and 
Point 
Barrow, 
Alaska. 
Baffin Island has resisted 
thorough exploration by virtue of Its 
vastness. 
It is larger than any state 
of the United .States except Texas and 
would make almost four New’ E ag ­ 
le lids. 
Region of “Great Lakes.” 
“A lake nearly as large as Ontario j 
Is one of the island’s features. 
Ang- 
makjuak, “the great water,” In Es­ 
kimo language, Is 120 miles long and 
40 miles wide. 
It is, however, only 
one of the ‘Great Lakes’ of Baffin is­ 
land. 
There are also Tesseyoakjuak 
lake and Lake Netselik. 
The latter 
may lie larger than Angmakjuak. 
“These lakes offer one of the few 
places for safe w ater landings for 
planes to be found anywhere In the 
Arctic. 
Floating Ice is an ever pres­ 
ent danger in the sea but the high 
tem peratures of the warmed lake wa­ 
ter eliminate this hazard. 
“South Sea Islands are supposed to 
afford a life of magnificent ease In 
contrast with the Arctic, since there 
a family can live on the fruit of three 
trees. 
Baffin island Eskimos, however, 
have Improved on this handy commis­ 
sary. 
In the winter they build their 
Igloos on the lakes, cut a hole through 
the parlor floor, and' fish for their 
dinner.

“Who in heaven’s name is Hercules 
Mulligan?’’ must have been the ap­ 
proximate exclamation of every one 
who read a newspaper headline saying 
that a gentleman of that name had 
been proposed fuji the Hall of Fame at 
New York university. 
And not only 
Who, but why? 
The Inquirer natu ral­ 
ly approached the question with some 
arrogance, but after he had listened 
for g brief moment to Michael J. 
O’Brien, historiographer of tile Ameri­ 
can I^ish Historical society, who pro­ 
posed Mr. Mulligan, he went awny 
with meek and drooping tail feathers. 
For, believe Mr. O’Brien, who knows 
and ran back up bis words with docu­ 
ment#, Hercules Mulligan was some 
person, says ^ New York letter in the 
Bn I ignore Sun. 
’ 
It appears that Hercules Mulligan 
was the American patriot who led a 
crowd on the afternoon of July 9, 1776, 
from the Common, now City Hull park, 
New York, to Bowling Green aud there 
tore down and destroyed the hateful 
statue there erected of George III of 
England. The crowd had just been lis­ 
tening to the reading of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence, which was then 
brand new and had quite a different ; 
effect on audiences from what it has i 
now. 
But that is not nearly all about Her- j 
cules Mulligan, for even a closely con- ! 
deused record of his principal claims 
to fame takes over half a newspaper 
column. 
He was a prominent member I 
and organizer of the Sons of Liberty; 
friend, confidant and host of George 
W ashington; the friend, protector and 
confidant of Alexander Hamilton. 
According 
to 
Mr. 
O’Brien’s 
re 
searches, when Alexander Hamilton 
I arrived here from the West Indies at 
j the age of sixteen, he had a letter to 
I Mr. Mulligan, who was a merchant in 
| W ater street. 
The merchant was inst 
twice the age of Hamilton and took 
i him to live with him, and later started 
(him sis a student in the C ollege of New 
Jersey, which is now Princeton. 


Other claims of Mulligan To fame 
were thnt he saved Washington from 
capture or assassination by the forces 
of Gen. Henry Clinton, was host to 
Washington and 
his officers at his 
home in Queens street on the first 
Evacuation day, and that he was the 
first to introduce instrumental music 
In the churches of New York, he being 
a vestryman of Trinity church. 
Mr. O’Brien’s nomination of Her­ 
cules Mulligan was received two days 
too late to be considered, but it has 
served to Introduce a lively patriotic 
figure to a lot of us ignorant people, 
who are glad to make his acquaint­ 
ance.
